And the 
lield is large, tlu'rl^ bekig more po- 
pulous cities, ami th mi the crowd- 
ded condition of the school h(;re 
gives them an argument. And 
from wiioin does the Macedonian 
cry proceed: "C«me and help us?" 
Not from an experienced educator 
ol the deaf. Not from oni> who 
has been a teacher of them and 
knows anything about their in- 
slruction. In fact, as far as our 
infornwition goes, the gentleman 
who has assumed n[)on himself, or' 
who has suddenly become iuteresl- 
<>n in the deal, was never heard of 
before until very recently, and it 
is doubtful if he even understands 
the manual alphalxM sufliciently to 
converse with those for whom he is 
endeavoring to establish a school. 

Accoiding lo his standpoint of 
(he (piestion, tln^ pe()pl«^ of Ohio, 
are not intelligent Mufticiently to 
understaiHl what th(> deaf need and 
that a man must be iin|)ortoil to 
en lighten them. And Dr. Hell is 
to !)« the importation.

Allen and 
Andrew W. Smith, of this city, will visit 
ColuinbUH at tiie saM)e time. 'Ihcyllrmly 
believe that the bill will |)a,ss. 

(.Ileveland has about KO deaf children now 
un<ler instruction. Kort.y are at the State 
sclioid in (7oluinl)Us, where instruction costs 
ia'jr> annually per pupil. The others are 
instructi«l in CU'Vcliuid 

The bill proposes a Slate expenditure of 
♦I5t) per pupil, all to lie ni von instruction 
ill ("lcvclari(l, the deaf schoids to be miide n 
part of the public school system. This 
wonlil mean a savinRof $75 jier pupil. 

They are laying much stress up- 
on the sa\*in« entailed in a inonej- 
sense by having the pupils taught 
!it Cleveland. That may all sound 
very ni(M> on" |)ai)er. It's an argu- 
ment always brought out but in the 
enil proves otluM-wise. At tlu< 
State Instituti«nis pupils are given 
instruction in traders, so when they 
leave school they are better prei)ar- 
0(1 to shift for themselves, to battle 
with the world for a living While 
at the day schools, after sj)t>nding 
eight OI ten years laying the 
fouudittioji for an education, they 
are seir a drift minus the nu)st es- 
sential part of their education — 
4iavin>j; attained the rudiments of 
some trade. 

State legislators have a habit of 
introducing for enactment into 
laws some very foolish measures 
soimd lines, and oven getting them 
juissed. 

It does not cost them anylhing, of 
cour.se, while at the same time they 
get a little cheap advertising, if 
not glory. Reganling som(> of this 
foolish business, H<>jn'e.sentiitive 
Parker is going to introduce a bill 
to immortali/.o his name, as ho 
thinks he will. And we woiuler if 
he hits not been corresjionding with 
Prof. Hell on the subject. It looks 
that way. Mr. Park(>r is going to 
introduce a bill amending the l,<iu 
giving tlu' SupeiTftteiident of tlu' 
Slate Institution for the Deaf and 
Dtinil) in this city the power to sol- 
emnize marriages. Mr. Parker 
says this power niM)n tho part of 
this ollieer has a tendency to in- 
creas(> the number of mai'riagos be- 
tween deaf-mutes. Heredity, he 
thinks, sulTers more wher(> a union 
is niiide by two deaf-mutes than 
where one of the parents has the 
power of sp(>ech and hearing Al- 
though Superintendent .lonos has 
IxMMi at the head of the institution 
nearly three yoitrs, h(> has yt>t to 
perform his llrst marriageceremony 
for the <leaf. Mr. Parker has evi- 
dently never read or heard of the 
marriage statistics of the deaf, or he 
would change his opinion. If two 
denf-mutos wante<I to get married, 
what is to prevent them from go- 
iiig to a minist<>r to be united; he 
would U' only too glad to ttiko the 
groom's dollar or more for the ser- 
vice. A justice of the peace Wi)nld 
be like Iiim, and lastly there is no- 
thing in the United Slates or State 
C'Onslitution that prohibits a man 
and woman, be they deaf and 
dumb, blind, insane, consumptive, 
from intei marrying, if th<>y so wish. 

N«>ws was receivtMl hew t his week 
of the death of Mr. Emory Shoop, 
which occurred in K^chmoiid, Intl., 
Kebruary 17th. lie had made his 



home there slneo Fall, having 

formerly nvsitled for many years in 
Delaware, Ohio. Ho was a bro- 
ther-in-law of Mr. Louis A. An- 
thoui, who went to Richmond to 
altond the funeral. Rev. Mr. El- 
tlridge. Pastor of the Methoilist 
('hurcli of that place, conducted the 
fuIu^ral service. His wife, who 
was formerly a teacher in the Ar- 
kansas and Colorado Schools for the 
Deaf, interpreted the exercises. 

The immediate cause of Mr. 
Shoop's death is not known. He 
had boon a sufferer from a bruise 
on one of his legs for some years. 

Mr. Shoop was well known 
among oliler deaf of the State, and 
took an active interest in the ex- 
positions and reunions of the 
Alumni Association. He wtis a 
slt)ne cutler and dresser by octnipa 
tion and has done work tm build- 
ings in several cilit^s for the United 
Stiitos Gt)vornmenl. 

At the time of his death Mr. 
Shoop was sixty years old, lie en- 
tered the I u?it it ut ion in 1852, and 
gr-aduiited in I860. He was mar- 
ried to Miss Ros;inna Anthoni in 
1804, and two chiblren were the 
fruit of the unlMi. His widow 
sulTored a double boreavement. 
Mr. Shoop had been buried but two 
days, when the announcement 
(!aine by telegram from Chicago, 
bringing the sad news of the death 
of their only son, who was instant- 
ly killed while a crossing a rail- 
road with a team. Sincere 
.sympathy will go out to Mrs. Shoo|) 
in this double allUction.

Dr. A. L. E. Crouter, Superin- 
tendent of the Pennsylvania In- 
stitution for the Deaf, delivered a 
very iutore!?ting lecture before the 
Clerc Literary Asstxiialion, on 
Thursdaj' evening, ^I.irch ;Jd. 
His subject was "Russia and 
the Ru.ssians," and the delivery 
was through the medium of the 
sign-lfiiifiuago. It was a' treat, too, 
which all present appreciated. 

The doctor a])tly avoided ji chro- 
nological ti-eatment of liissul)ject, 
.ind instead simply gave a pictorial 
description ot Russia and her 
people. In other words, he spoke 
chiefly of Russia of to-day. lie 
brought out a number of facts 
which are not commonly known, 
and some of thoin proxoked a gooil 
deal of humor. This was especial- 
ly so in his description of Ihe life, 
character and customs, of the Cos-- 
sacks. In hisconclnding remarks 
he expre,s.sed great admiration for 
the great empire, yei he would have 
all know that he loved America 
tirsi and best. 

In moving a rising vote of thanks 
to the doctor, which was heartily 
accorded him, the .Journal cor- 
respondent took the opportunity to 
elicit a fre!?h expression from him 
regarding th(> u.se of the sign-lan- 
guage. It w;is made from the plat- 
form, and w.is at best but a reitera- 
tion of his oft-expies,s(>d position. 

In view Of the present discus- 
sion for and against the use of signs 
in the .Journal, we shall add the 
following remarks concerning Dr. 
Crouter's position in the premises, 
as we undci stand him. 

In the first place, thoie ai>peivrs to 
l)e a populiir misconception of his 
true position, or at least .as regards 
his opinion on the sign-language. 
His name has frequently been used 
in connection with Ameri<>a's fore- 
most advocates of pure-oralism who 
not only condemn llu> nstM)f ges- 
lurt's as a means ofcommnnica- 
lion, but also avoid their ]>ractice. 
Yes, the names of Hell, Hi Hot and 
Crouter, have been held up as a 
galaxy of ultra-oralists. Of the 
other things that have been said 
about them, wo need not speak 
here. Our objocl is not to write a 
dofeiu'o of any one of them, but 
solely to show that Dr. Crouter, 
what.soever his views, may not l)o 
the high ap()stle of oialism which 
he is taken to be. Because he as- 
sociates with such pronounced 
oralists as Drs. Hell and (Tillet, is 
no pr"ot)t' that he holds the same ex- 
treme views. He m.iy agree with 
them in part, bullet have libenil 
views of his own. At any rate, if 
ho was rateti .is a pure-oralisl, wo 
should not hesitate to call his ac- 
tions inconsistent with the implied 
meaning of the word. While tjiese 
suppositions may bo permitlod as 
argunuMits, they are not by long 
odds our only ground to st«nd up- 
on. 

The fact is, that we rely upon 
Dr. Ci'outor's own declaration, 
made as •.ocently as last Thursday 
evening, an<i on several former oc- 
<';ision.s, for our authority, coui)led 
witli the fact that ho still uses the 
sign-language on proper occ»isioiis. 
The meth(Mls of instruction at the 
Mt. Airy School are manual and 
oral. So, of course. Dr. Crouter 
favors those methods. He dtvlaros 
that ling<>r-spelling, or.il-talking 
and writing, are the most proper 
ways to employ in the education of 
the deaf. The deaf do not go lo 
school lo learn the siijn-hDujuagc, 
but the Knolish, and, therefore, it 
is not right lo w;isle time at school 
on an unnecessary method. The 
above, we believe, express his views 
brietly ; at loa.st, we understood 
him exactly so. They are the 
principles which he endeavors to 
uphold, as 'the head of ji irreal 
school. Hut yet he has the fr.ink- 
ness to admit the value of signs on 
public occ.isions outsitle of school, 
such as literary meetings, conven- 
tions, church set vices, and the like. 
]\o will himself use signs then. He 
seems to be aware that oral gr.id- 
uatos will eventually learn the sign- 
language, anil that not hingc.-in pro- 
vent them from doing so, ami he 
would rather see it go that way 
than by way of school. His opposi- 
tion to the sign-langnapp may. 
tlioroft)re, bo .said to l)e contiiuMl to 
its use in the school room. Is hi' 
not more reasonable than Mr. Mur- 
ray antl others, by taking such a 
view ? 

We favor a judieio\is use of 
signs at all times, but Dr. Crou- 
ter's position is such that wo would 
rather uphold than crilieiso it. We 
believe, too, that the leading deaf of 
this State take the same charitable 
view of him. They know^ him well, 
they esteem him much more, and 
their faith in him 's great. No 
one need wonder at this, for Dr. 
('router does not only superintend 



a sohool, but he works among its 
graduates, seeking an ailvancement 
of their welfare. At present lie is 
an active .synii)athiz<>r of the work 
at All Souls' t/hurch, being a mem- 
ber of the Pennsylvania Coimnis- 
sfon on Church Work among the 
Deaf, and ho has fox years served 
as a Trustee of the -Pennsylvania 
Soi'iety for tim Advancement of the 
Deaf, whose meetings he frei^uont- 
ly attends and gives valuable as- 
sistance. Truly, he deserves all 
llu> support ho gels from the grad- 
uates of his school and much more. 

Prof. F. W. Booth's lecture 
before the Deaf-Mutes' Mutual 
Club, which was to have been 
given on Saturday evening, March 
5th, has been postponed indetiuite- 
ly. , Dr. A. L. E. t^router will 
lecture before the club on Satur- 
day evening, March 19th.

of ice-floes in front, and gradually 
apjiroached them. Here was the 
eliance to jjrove the tiuth of Nan- 
sen's theory. They r*^mov«;d 
everything from the '"Fram" to 
the ice, and waited. The floes 
soon met with the ship l>etween 
them, and the sailors saw their ves- 
sel lifted bodily Irom the water by 
the pressure at the sides and uri- 
d(!rneaih. After a few experi- 
ments of this kind, they allowed 
everything to remain in tlie ship. 
And if, in the night, they heard 
the crashing of the ice, and then 
the creaking and straining of the 
timbers, they simply turned over 
and went to sleep again. 

The 'progress of the drift was 
very slow, averaging but one mile 
in twenty-four hours. One night 
imagine that such a life would be 
very monotonous and const^quently 
tedioti.s, but it was n(jt, for several 
reasons. For instance, there were 
many scientitic investigations to 
make, as depth of ocean, average 
temperature, etc. It was foun(. 
f hat the average depth of the polar 
S(ui is between one and two miles, 
contrary Uj the popular belief that ii 
is shallow. It was also found that 
the lemfK'rature of the water in the 
l(jwer fiart is much warmer than ai 
the surface, which may be account 
ed for by the theory that the Guli 
Stream plows across the polar scfi 
under the cold arctic current, 'J'he 
iverage temperatnrt^ of the atmo- 
sphere was found to t)e from thirty 
to forty d(^gre€^8 below zero. Not- 
withstanding this intense * cold, 
colds were unknown in the (larty — 
and the same with all other sick- 
ness — the frost destroying germs. 
It was only when they got back to 
their own comjiaratively mild 
climate that all were alta<'ked by 
severe colds. Beside the scicntifii 
investigations mentioned, the part_\ 
had recreations of many i^rn^s, as 
retding and games. Quarreling 
and diocontent were unknown. 

On March 14th, 18&.5, nearly 
eighteen months after first being 
shut in by the ice, the Fram was in 
satitufle H'-i'^ !i<.)', and making nr, 
progress toward the pole. Nans<!ri 
'lecided to try to reach the jiole on 
foot, across the ice, and by boat if he 
struck open water. With one com- 
f)anion. Lieutenant .Johanstin, a 
large number of dogs, and three 
sledges hiaderl with two boats and 
(>rovisiori8 for all for three months, 
and with other necessaries, evideni 
or possible, he set out. They soon 
fonnd the ice very rongh, with fre- 
quent l>locks or hummocks in their 
wa.y. Here the dogs wonld lie 
down and rest, waiting for the men 
to put the sledge over tlie obstruc- 
tion. Sometimes the dogs woiih! 
fight and tangle their harness all 
up ; sometimes they would gnaw, 
unobserved, through the straps and 
run away, when they were only re- 
led again with <Ji/Ticulty an<l 
of time. The labor of dragging 
heavy sle<lges over the irregularities 
of the surface caus«!*l profuse per- 
spiration, saturating their gar- 
ments, which the intense cold then 
frow; so hard they would have stoo<l 
rflone. Where the edges of the 
coat-sleeves Ujuched their wrists, 
they cut the flesh to the bone, and 
Nansen will tx-ar the w;ars of thew 
injuries to the grave. Many of 
their dogs died. All this greatly 
retarded their progress, and finally 
fonnd that the ice was drifting 
iwarfl. Having done all that 
man could do, they wisely decided 
to give up the task an<l try to make 
their way to FVanz Josef Land. 
When they came to this decision 
(April 8th) they were in 
SH^ 14', or about two hundred miles 
nearer the pole than any previous 
explorer. 

They reached Franz Josef Land 
August 189.5, but without 

ttMM\, ^nhi:. ., r tools for making 
one. They, however, succeeded in 
erecting a hut of sU^nes, which 
they covere<J with walrus hide. 
For f<KKl, they had bear-meat and 
nothing els*;. For fuel, they used 
walrus blubber. The bears, be- 
sides furnishing them with meat, 
caused them, on the other hand, 
considerable trouble by trying t<> 
eat their roof.
